Haunted Cemetery Tour 


A guided tour of Van Buren 
Township's oldest cemetery, estab- 
lished in 1832, is set for 6 p.m.

Romulus Primary Cuts 2 


The Romulus Primary Election 
held September 15 eliminated may- 
oral candidate Charles Sharrow and 
clerk contender Rendell Wooden. 

In the contest for mayor, incum- 
bent Alan R. Lambert had a comfort- 
able lead with 1,493 votes (60%). 
Challenger Harry Crout, currently a 
member of the City Council, gar- 
nered 579 votes, and Sharrow fin- 
ished with 405. 

With no incumbent running in 
the competition for clerk, Raymond 
Cantrell, who held the office more 
than 25 years ago, came out on top 
with 872 votes (nearly 36%). Cur- 
-rent Councilwoman Ellen Craig- 
_ Bragg followed closely with 805, and 
Wooden, the City’s current elections 
clerk, finished the tight race with 750. 

A total of 2,504 ballots were cast. 
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In order to give voters a chance to 


acquaint themselves with possibly unfamil- 


iar candidates running for Taylor City Coun- 
cil on November 3, the Uttle paper invited 
all 14 to submit a letter (up to 300 words) 
about themselves and their campaigns. 
Everyone but Jennifer Lane and Edward 
Mulka participated. The candidates’ letters, 


along with their contact information, fol- 


_ low. (To avoid the appearance of favorit- 
ism, candidates are listed in alphabetical 


order according to their last names.)

Mayoral Candidate Disputes Lambert Letter 


To the Editor: 

Just before the September 15 primary 
election, Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 
sent a letter to Romulus Athletic Club 
(RAC) members. In that letter, he stated, 
“Both of my opponents in the upcoming 
election think the RAC is a waste of money 
and unnecessary.” 

Speaking for myself, as one of those 
opponents, this is not the truth. In my cur- 
rent role as a City Councilman, I voted “yes 
on the RAC. Residents who watch our 
council meetings will know that the state- 
ment I made when I voted was, “I’m voting 
‘yes because our residents, our children, and 
our grandchildren need somewhere to go 
and something to do.” 

Later, an issue came before the coun- 
cil pertaining to the Parks and Recreation 
Department moving from the Downtown 
Development Authority building, which 
was remodeled for the department at a cost 
of $80,000. They were there a year and a 
half, and did not pay one penny in rent. 
Next, the administration transferred the de- 
partment to the RAC. They were there for 
six months, and didn’t pay a penny in rent. 
Then the administration came up with the 
idea to charge the Parks and Recreation De- 
partment $140,000 a year for office space 
rent, and wanted to charge them back rent, 
as well. I was against using taxpayer dollars 
to pay rent on office space. I voted “no” on 
that issue. 


We need to come up with ways to keep 
the RAC open. I would like to see lower 


membership fees for our residents, and 
make the money up on volume. I was upset 
when I heard that Northwest Airlines 
employees who are nonresidents received a 
lower rate at the RAC than our residents 
who pay taxes here in Romulus. They got a 
40% discount off Romulus rates, paying 
$240 for a family membership. Our resi- 
dent family plan is $400. Our residents are 
paying $160 more than Airport employees. 

The RAC cost $26 million. The Rom- 
ulus Tax Increment Finance Authority 
(TIFA) board took out an $18-million bond 
to be paid off, with interest, over a 20-year 
period. We need to do everything possible 
to make sure the RAC is successful. 

I am against using taxpayer dollars for 
operation costs. The administration has 


. stated that the operating costs would come 


from memberships and sponsors. I asked 
the administration where the money would 
come from if we didn't get enough from 
memberships and sponsors. The State of 
Michigan requires it to be self-supporting 
or have a plan to achieve that goal. Our 
plan includes using TIFA dollars in the 
interim. 

I have family members who belong to 
the RAC and Use its facilities. I have never 
said that the RAC is a waste of money or 


‘unnecessary. If you want to see my voting 


records, you can go to the Clerk’s Office at 
City Hall and see for yourself.
